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SOVEREIGN  1918,  MINT  MARK  I.

The  article  in  the  May  Bulletin  by  A.  B.  Raham  querying  the  attribution  of  the 
sovereign  issued  by  the  Branch  Mint  at  Bombay  in  1918  “to  the  Indian  series  of  the 
British  Empire  coins”  has  a  natural  interest  for  me. 

Before  this  question  can  be  posed  or  answered  it  is  necessary  to  follow  the  steps 
which  led  up  to  the  introduction  of  the  British  sovereign  in  India,  and  the  first  point 
that  has  to  be  made  is  to  dispute  Mr.  Raham’s  assertion  that  “the  standard  monetary 
unit  of  the  Indian  monetary  system  was  the  rupee  which  was  based  on  silver”.  This 
was  not  always  so.  During  the  period  1893  to  1927  (except  a  short  period  in  1920) 
the  standard  was  the  British  Imperial  gold  sovereign  with  a  fixed  value  related  to  the 
rupee  which  still  remained  a  full  legal  tender. 

At  the  time  of  the  change  of  the  Government  of  India  in  1858,  gold  coins  were 
not  a  legal  tender.  Silver  monometallism  had  been  established  for  the  whole  of  British 
India  in  1835.  A  brief  review  of  the  position  and  circulation  of  gold  in  India  from 
that  period  to  1927  is  given  in  the  article  “Gold  Ingot  Currency  of  India  1853-1899”, 
Bulletin  May  1967. 

To  ascertain  the  reason  why  the  sovereign  was  coined  in  India  it  is  necessary  to 
refer  to  the  changes  made  in  1893.  Up  to  the  year  1892,  the  Indian  Mint  Masters 
were  required  to  coin  gold  brought  to  the  mints  by  private  individuals  and  the

Paper  Currency  Department  issued  notes  against  mint  receipts  for  bullion.  No 
charges  were  made  for  coining  and  the  system,  which  also  applied  to  silver,  was 
known  as  “free  coinage”.  In  1892,  the  Indian  mints  were  closed  to  the  “free  coinage” 
of  gold  and  silver.  Thereafter,  all  coinage  was  undertaken  on  account  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 

The  economic  causes  leading  to  this  situation  are  too  complex  to  relate  here,  but 
an  important  step  was  taken  in  1868,  when  following  the  recommendations  of  the 
Mansfield  Commission  (1864)  a  Notice  (No  3287)  was  issued  which  admitted  British 
and  Australian  sovereigns  in  payments.  This  Notice  was  issued  in  anticipation  of 
the  early  introduction  of  a  gold  coinage  as  legal  tender,  but  this  did  not  occur  im¬ 
mediately. 

Under  Act  XXIII  of  1870,  gold  coins,  consisting  of  Mohur,  frd  and  |rd  mohurs, 
were  approved  and  these  denominations  were  struck  and  issued  as  required  by 
proprietors  sending  in  bullion  to  the  mints.  Their  minting  was  suspended  in  1892  in 
preparation  for  the  introduction  of  the  Imperial  gold  sovereign  into  the  currency  of 
British  India.  Sovereigns  and  half-sovereigns  were  declared  legal  tender  in  1899, 
at  the  rate  of  15  and  1\  rupees  respectively. 

From  1893  the  question  of  a  sovereign  gold  coinage  was  under  constant  considera¬ 
tion.  In  1912,  the  India  Office  asked  the  British  Treasury  if  they  would  agree  to 
maintain  a  staff  at  Bombay,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Royal  Mint  in  respect  of 
purposes  connected  with  the  coinage  of  sovereigns,  but  at  the  disposal  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  for  the  purposes  of  such  duties  as  were  carried  out  by  that  Govern¬ 
ment. 

The  Treasury  could  not  agree  to  any  scheme  which  involved  a  divided  control 
but  they  suggested  two  alternatives.  A  branch  mint  should  be  established  at  Bombay 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  or,  that  the  control  of  the 
Bombay  mint  should  be  taken  over  by  the  Government  of  England.  The  final 
decision  was  to  establish  a  branch  mint. 

Legal  arrangements  for  coining  the  sovereign  in  India  were  completed  in  1917 
and  the  Bombay  Mint  Proclamation  1917,  dated  21st  December,  authorized  the 
establishment  of  a  branch  of  the  Royal  Mint  at  Bombay. 

In  1918,  purely  as  a  temporary  measure  and  pending  the  completion  of  the  branch 
mint,  a  new  gold  mohur  was  sanctioned  and  struck  by  the  Government  of  India. 
It  is  this  mohur  that  should  be  regarded  as  “a  typical  war  coin”,  and  not  the  sovereign, 
whose  issue  had  been  planned  as  early  as  1893. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Proclamation  a  suitable  structure  was  erected  in  the 
Bombay  mint  compound,  but  completely  isolated  from  that  mint.  The  coinage 
of  the  sovereign  commenced  on  the  15th  August  1918,  but  ceased  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  and  in  April  1919,  it  was  closed  down.  Its  total  output,  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Raham,  was  1,296,033,  and  the  coins  bear  the  mint  mark  I  (= India). 

The  reasons  for  closing  the  mint  and  cessation  of  the  minting  of  the  sovereign 
were  economic  and  need  not  concern  the  collector,  but  for  a  short  period  in  1920, 
gold  coin  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  (Ordinance  III  of  21st  June  1920).  The  sovereign 
finally  ceased  to  be  legal  tender  in  India  under  the  Currency  Act  of  1927,  and  the 
rupee  partly  returned  to  its  previous  position. 

Having  related  the  situation  of  the  Imperial  gold  sovereign  in  India,  the  question 
posed  by  Mr.  Raham  of  whether  the  Bombay  sovereign  belongs  to  the  Imperial 
India  series  of  the  British  Empire  Coins,  can  be  decided. 

My  opinion  is  that  they  are  British  Empire  equally  with  the  Australian,  Canadian 
and  South  African  issues.  Admittedly,  they  were  all  struck  at  branch  mints  of  the 
Royal  Mint  which  also  makes  them  Imperial  but  I  regard  this  as  merely  a  secondary 
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feature.  Simply  stated,  all  these  sovereigns  must  be  regarded  by  the  collector  of  the 
British  Empire  (or  Commonwealth)  series  as  belonging  to  the  country  in  which  they 
were  struck  and  issued  for  they  formed  the  coin  of  unlimited  legal  tender  of  those 
countries. 

It  would  be  interesting  to  hear  other  readers’  views,  particularly  those  who 
collect  or  reside  in  Australia,  Canada  or  South  Africa.

A  SUPPLEMENTARY  NOTE  ON  THE  MACROOM  FIND 
OF  TENTH-CENTURY  ENGLISH  PENCE.

On  pp.  242-246  of  Anglo-Saxon  Coins  (ed.  [R.H.]  M.  Dolley,  London,  1961) 
attention  was  drawn  to  an  early  nineteenth-century  Munster  find  of  tenth-century 
English  coins  ( SCBI  BM  H/N,  p.  50,  no.  86)  which  appeared  to  be  completely 
unknown  where  English  students  were  concerned,  and  for  which  the  authority  was 
an  Aquilla  Smith  notebook  housed  in  the  Art  and  Industrial  Division  of  the  National 
Museum  of  Ireland.  Recently  the  writer  found  himself  with  a  few  minutes  to  kill 
in  the  Library  of  the  Royal  Irish  Academy,  and  took  the  opportunity  of  examining 
Aquilla  Smith’s  own  authority,  a  scrapbook  compiled  by  Edward  Clibborn  which 
has  the  shelf-mark  RIA  MS  24  E  34.  The  sketches  exactly  coincide  with  those 
already  published,  though  the  execution  is  a  trifle  more  delicate,  but  what  the  tran¬ 
script  does  omit  is  a  not  very  impressive  listing  of  the  coins  illustrated  out  of  which 
there  leads  a  statement  of  provenance  which  adds  more  than  a  little  to  Aquilla 
Smith’s  precis: — 

RIA  MS  24  E  34,  p.l 

On  the  reverse  of  other  coins  of  this  Monarch's  [— Eadred’s]  are  Bernferth 
Mo,  AThelmund  Mo,  Bernard  Mo,  Grimes  Mo,  Ingyces  Mo,  and  Engibred  Mo — . 
The  above  coins  (as  I  was  inform’d)  were  found  with  a  large  quantity  of  others, 
most  of  which  I  fear  were  melted,  near  Macroomp. 

The  archaic  spelling  Macroomp  need  not  detain  us  long — it  may  be  compared 
with  the  mid-seventeenth-century  spelling  Macromp  (Y.M.  Goblet,  A  Topographical 
Index  etc .,  Dublin,  1932,  p.  35) — but  is  useful  as  leaving  no  room  for  doubt  that  we 
are  concerned  with  Macroom  in  the  barony  of  Musketry,  for  all  that  a  Desmond 
provenance  is  quite  exceptional  in  respect  of  finds  of  tenth -century  English  pennies. 
More  to  the  point  is  the  suggestion  that  the  hoard  was  a  large  one,  something  that 
did  not  emerge  from  Aquilla  Smith’s  ‘found  with  others’,  while  more  critical  still 
may  seem  to  be  the  hint  that  pennies  of  Eadred  dominated  the  find.  Whereas  before 
this  we  knew  the  regnal  attributions  of  nine  coins — one  apiece  of  Edward  the  Elder 
and  of  Aithelstan,  five  of  Eadmund  and  two  of  Eadred — the  total  now  stands  at 
fifteen,  with  more  than  half  of  the  coins  belonging  to  the  latest  of  the  reigns  re¬ 
presented.  One  consequence  of  all  this  is  that  we  can  begin  to  be  reasonably  confident 
that  the  hoard  was  buried  just  about  the  middle  of  the  tenth  century,  even  though 
the  occasion  of  its  concealment  and  non-recovery  must  still  be  mysterious.  There  is, 
though,  an  increasing  body  of  evidence  to  suggest  that  English  coins  were  finding 
their  way  to  the  great  monasteries  of  the  Midlands,  and  one  should  not  ignore  the 
fact  that  in  951  Cellachan  and  Donnchad  from  Cashel  plundered  Clonfert  and 
Clonmacnoise  ( Annals  of  Inisf alien,  ed.  S.  Mac  Airt,  Dublin,  1951,  p.  154). 

Noteworthy,  too,  is  the  circumstance  that  four  of  the  six  additional  moneyers 
supplied  by  the  Clibborn  scrapbook  for  Eadred  may  be  assumed  to  have  been  work¬ 
ing  in  the  Chester  area.  Bernard,  Bernferth,  Grim  and  Inguc  all  employ  reverse 
dies  distinguished  by  rosettes,  and  the  inflected  forms  of  the  names  of  the  last  two 
likewise  point  to  reverse  dies  engraved  in  all  probability  at  Chester  itself.  This  means 
that  twelve  of  the  fifteen  coins  of  which  we  have  a  record  emanate  from  mints  in 
north-western  England,  yet  another  pointer  to  the  comparative  unimportance  of  the 
Severn  and  Bristol  Channel  ports  in  the  tenth  as  opposed  to  the  eleventh  century. 
Nor  can  one  forbear  to  remark  that  two  of  the  moneyers  represented  employ  hypo- 
corisms  with  the  suffix  -uc  which  itself  is  so  characteristic  of  coins  from  the  Welsh 
marches  at  this  period.  One  can  only  hope  that  the  competence  of  the  Clibborn 
account  of  this  parcel  from  the  hoard  means  that  there  remains  still  to  be  found 
an  adequate  record  of  the  coins  which  are  believed  to  have  been  consigned  to  the 
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crucible.  In  the  meantime  English  students  may  like  to  have  the  following  revised 
summary  of  the  find  in  modified  Inventory  format : —

KUFIC  SCRIPT  ON  EARLY  ISLAMIC  COINS. 

By  Rev.  R.  J.  Plant 

Since  writing  the  article  “Collecting  Oriental  Coins”  (October  Bulletin ), 
a  number  of  people  have  asked  me  how  one  can  read  the  legends  on  Oriental  coins; 
as  even  a  knowledge  of  the  modern  Arab  alphabet  does  not  seem  to  be  much  use  when 
trying  to  decipher  them. 

The  difficulty  lies  in  fact  that  the  earlier  coins  are  written  in  the  “Kufic”  script, 
where,  since  there  are  no  dots  (the  diacritical  points,  which  indicate  the  vowel 
sounds  in  modern  Arabic),  so  many  of  the  letters  look  alike.

However,  though  the  Kufic  script  has  its  difficulties,  the  coins  are  not  nearly  so 
difficult  to  decipher  if  one  knows  roughly  what  ought  to  be  there,  and  where  to  look 
for  the  mint  and  the  date. 

I  take  now  the  ordinary  early  dirhem  and  dinar  type  of  the  Ommaiyid,  Abbasid 
and  various  succeeding  dynasties. 

Each  side  has  a  legend  in  the  centre,  and  a  marginal  legend.  As  Arabic  is  read 
from  right  to  left,  the  marginal  legend  reads  in  an  anti-clockwise  direction. 

The  obverse  is  the  important  side  as  it  is  in  the  obverse  marginal  legend  that  the 
mint  and  date  are  to  be  found.  The  obverse  is  easily  recognised  by  the  lam-alifs  on  the 
top  line  of  the  central  inscription.  I  give  three  examples  of  this  obverse  central 
inscription  to  show  how  different  it  may  look,  although  on  these  three  examples  the 
wording  is  exactly  the  same — below  I  give  the  modern  Arabic  and  the  translation.

THE  PENKETHEMAN  PLAYHOUSE.

The  old  saying  “keep  something  long  enough  and  you  will  find  a  use  for  it”  can 
apply  to  numismatics  also.  That  unknown  item  that  you  have  kept  for  so  long  will 
one  day  be  identified — somehow. 

Many  years  ago — so  long  that  I  have  forgotten  how  or  when — there  came  into  my 
possession  a  silver  piece  rather  larger  than  a  shilling  having  on  the  obverse  a  design 
of  an  arcade  with  four  columns  each  side  and  the  words  penkethman  above 
and  A  guinea  in  the  exergue.  On  the  reverse  the  words  the  lad  yes  fairings 
Greenwich  in  four  lines. 

I  took  this  to  be  either  some  ladies  dressmaker  or  tradesman’s  token  of  some 
kind  but  could  find  nothing  about  it  in  any  reference  book — nor  could  the  many 
people  I  asked  help. 

A  few  months  ago — in  a  West  Cork  library — I  came  across  a  novel  by  Kenneth 
Roberts  called  “Boon  Island”. '  Having  greatly  enjoyed  reading  this  author’s  “North 
West  Passage”  I  borrowed  this  earlier  book.  The  story  started  about  a  young  man 
coming  home  to  Greenwich  for  the  summer  holiday  of  the  year  1710.  Here  a  certain 
Mr.  Penketheman,  the  actor/manager  of  the  Haymarket  Theatre  in  London,  had 
brought  his  company  down  to  the  Playhouse,  next  door  to  the  Hospital  Tavern  in 
Greenwich  to  give  a  season  of  plays,  and  for  the  sum  of  one  guinea  a  ticket  could  be 
obtained  to  see  21  performances. 

The  rather  uncommon  name  of  Penkethman  in  conjunction  with  Greenwich 
and  a  guinea  stirred  my  memory  and  I  managed  to  find  the  token  which  I  had  put 
away  so  many  years  ago.  It  was  duly  despatched  to  Messrs.  Seaby  for  their  opinion 
and  on  checking  up  they  found  that  the  information  given  in  the  story  were  true 
facts  and  that  this  piece  is  most  likely  one  of  those  season  tickets. 

Yet  if  I  had  not  just  happened  on  that  little  known  novel  at  that  time,  I  am  sure 
I  would  never  have  found  out  all  about  my  “unidentified  coin”. 

There  cannot  have  been  many  purchasers  of  guinea  season  tickets  in  Greenwich 
in  1710  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  many  specimens  have  survived 
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since  then.  Perhaps  Messrs.  Seaby  can  add  something  about  this.  [Perhaps  another 
of  the  present  “season-ticket  holders”  can  add  to  the  story — Editor ].

ON  BRITISH  SUBJECTS. 

FROM  JULY  1914  TO  DECEMBER  1921  INCLUSIVE.

America  became  our  ally  in  the  1914-18  war  against  Germany  in  1917  and  in 
common  with  our  other  allies  awarded  their  country’s  medals  to  British  subjects. 
The  first  awards  were  not  gazetted  until  the  beginning  of  1919. 

George  V  gave  unrestricted  permission  for  the  following  medals  to  be  accepted 
and  worn  in  uniform. 

Distinguished  Service  Cross 

This  medal  was  instituted  on  the  2nd  January  1918  by  Presidential  order  and 
confirmed  by  Congress  on  the  9th  July  1918.  The  award  of  this  decoration  was 
confined  to  the  army  and  could  be  granted  posthumously.  The  designer  was  Cap:. 
Aymar  Embury. 

The  medal  was  awarded  to  any  person  who  “distinguished  himself  or  herself  by 
extraordinary  heroism  against  an  armed  enemy”. 

Only  19  medals  were  awarded  to  British  subjects  during  the  period  under  review.

Lt.  F.  W.  Craven,  R.N.  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  British  recipient 
gazetted  for  the  award  .  Fie  was  also  awarded  the  Navy  Cross. 

Navy  Cross 

This  medal  was  instituted  on  the  4th  February  1919  by  Congress. 

The  designer  was  Janies  E.  Fraser. 

This  decoration  was  awarded  after  the  6th  April  1917  to  anyone  who  “distinguished 
himself  by  extraordinary  heroism  or  for  distinguished  service  in  the  line  of  his  pro¬ 
fession,  in  cases  where  such  herosim  or  distinguished  service  is  not  of  a  character  to 
justify  the  award  of  the  Medal  of  Honor  or  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal” 

Since  the  7th  August  1942  the  rules  of  precedence  have  been  altered  so  that  the 
Navy  Cross  is  now  a  higher  award  than  the  Navy  D.S.M.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

The  Crown  of  Charlemagne.  With  reference  to  your  editorial  note  at  the  end  of 
Mr.  Phillips’  letter  (p.  131  of  the  Bulletin),  the  Electoral  Cap  appears  on  the  half-guinea  pieces 
minted  between  1801  and  1813  above  the  inescutcheon.  As  Mr.  Phillips  says,  this  was  changed 
to  a  crown  when  Hanover  became  a  kingdom  in  1816,  and  this  appears  on  the  half-sovereign 
of  1817. 

I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  all  the  forms  of  the  Royal  Arms  from  the  reign  of 
Edward  III  appear  on  British  coins,  if  we  accept  the  representation  on  cruciform  shields  for 
the  reigns  of  Queen  Anne  and  George  I. — P.  G.  Turpin,  Cotts-wood,  West  Clandon,  Guildford, 
Surrey. 


NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  21st  April, 
the  President,  Air.  D.  F.  Allen,  announced  that  Council 
had  awarded  the  Society’s  Aledal  to  Dr.  Pierre  Bastien 
for  his  contribution  to  Roman  numismatics,  and  that  the 
medal  would  be  presented  to  him  at  the  Alay  meeting. 

Mr.  Lawrence  H.  Cope  read  a  paper  entitled  “The 
metallurgical  investigation  of  Roman  coinage”. 

He  outlined  the  developments  in  metallurgical  science, 
within  this  century,  which  could  be  applied  to  studies  of 
ancient  coinage — illustrating  both  the  principles  and 
practice  by  reference  to  pieces  of  the  Roman  Imperial 
coinage  examined  by  radiography,  electron-probe  micro¬ 
analysis,  metallography,  neutron  activation,  and  gravi¬ 
metric  wet-chemical  analysis. 

Combinations  of  techniques,  involving  a  compre¬ 
hensive  destructive  examination  of  expendable  pieces, 
were  shown  to  provide  far  more  information  concerning 
the  types  or  ore  and  origins  of  the  raw  materials,  and  of 


the  fabrication  technique  used  for  the  minting  of 
individual  pieces,  than  any  chemical  analysis  alone. 

Emphasis  was  given  to  the  metallurgical  factors  which 
lead  to  heterogeneity  in  a  finished  coin,  and  to  the 
additional  effects  of  corrosion — all  of  which  complicate 
the  problem  of  obtaining  an  analysis  sample  which  is 
closely  representative  of  the  intended  composition  of  the 
original  melt. 

An  explanation  was  offered — based  on  the  thermo¬ 
dynamics  of  Roman  orichalcum  manufacture — to 
account  for  Pliny’s  remarks  concerning  the  selection  of 
the  type  of  raw  copper  best  suited  for  the  purpose. 
It  seems  that  the  cuprous  oxide  films  observed  in  good 
“tough  pitch”  Cyprian  copper  would  have  acted  as 
diffusion  barriers,  limiting  the  penetration  of  zinc  by  the 
formation  of  zinc  oxide  layers  within  the  solid  copper. 
The  less  pure  (but  better  deoxidised)  Spanish  copper 
was  actually  superior  for  orichalcum  manufacture,  and 
is  known  to  have  been  preferred  for  this  purpose. 
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Slides  were  shown  of  the  internal  rnicrostructures  of 
aes  and  debased  silver  coinages,  to  show  the  effects  of 
micro-segregations  which  are  sometimes  manifest  as 
macro-segregations,  visible  by  X-ray  examination. 
A  leaded-alloy  sestertius  of  Commodus,  of  square  shape, 
was  shown  to  have  been  hot-struck  from  a  cast  (not  a 
clipped)  blank.  The  sulphur  content  of  a  zinc-free 
leaded-bronze  sestertius  of  Septimium  Severus,  of 
0.23%,  was  shown  by  electron-probe  analysis  to  be 
concentrated  as  a  globular  eutectic  of  copper  and  iron 
sulphides  embedded  in  the  insoluble  micro-structural 
lead-phase.  This  coin  (and  another  of  Trajan  Decius 
of  just  one  half  a  century  later)  provide  positive  evidence 
for  the  sulphur  having  originated  in  the  copper,  not  the 
zinc,  ores  used — since  neither  coin  contained  zinc. 

Non-destructive  and  only  slightly  destructive 
examination  techniques  were  compared  with  those  for 
destructive  examination,  and  their  limitations  with 
respect  to  the  elements  which  could  be  determined,  and 
their  accuracies,  were  critically  compared.  Neutron 
activation,  in  particular,  was  shown  to  be  still  very  much 
in  the  development  stage  for  assays  of  whole  coins; 
but  to  be  of  great  value  for  the  specific  determination  of 
gold,  arsenic  and  antimony  in  minute  amounts  in  the 
insoluble  residues  from  chemical  dissolution  of  samples 
being  destructively  assayed.  The  main  problems  arise 
from  the  neutron-attenuation,  self  gamma-shielding,  and 
geometric  variations,  of  the  coins  and  the  standards  used 
for  comparison. 

Finally,  Mr.  Cope  showed  photomicrographs  and 
electron-probe  scans  revealing  that  the  silver  “wash” 
on  mid-third  century  antoniniani  is  continuous  with  the 
internal  silver-rich  micro-structural  phase  of  the 
debased  alloy,  and  is  the  fortuitous  result  of  hot-striking 
and  chemical  cleaning  in  the  minting  operations,  which 
were  no  doubt  fully  exploited  at  the  time  to  effect  a 
bright  silver  finish  to  coinage  made  in  a  pale  yellow  alloy. 
When  such  surface  enrichments  are  removed  the  assay 
samples  show  an  improved  precision  for  fineness 
determinations  on  the  original  coinage  alloy  interiors. 

The  initial  Gallic  coinage  of  Postumus  was  thus 
shown,  with  most  recent  assays,  to  have  a  fineness  close 
to  a  theoretical  norm  of  2  unciae  of  silver  per  libra  of 
copper.  The  contemporaneous  coinage  of  Gallienus, 
however,  though  of  similar  fineness,  is  significantly 
different  in  alloy  composition,  since  various  proportions 
of  both  tin  and  lead  were  added — perhaps  in  unsuc¬ 
cessful  attempts  to  produce  a  whiter  alloy  which,  in  fact, 
was  made  more  brittle  by  these  developments  than  was 
the  plain  copper-silver  alloy  of  the  Gallic  Emperor 
and  his  successors. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  March  24th, 
Mr.  Michael  Dolley  read  a  paper  entitled  “Some  recent 
finds  of  English  and  other  coins  in  Ireland”. 

Mr.  Dolley  described  5  recent  coins  from  Ireland. 
The  first  was  from  Dr.  George  Eogan’s  excavations 
at  Knowth  in  the  Boyne  Valley.  They  were  on  a  pre¬ 
historic  settlement  that  had  been  re-used.  On  July 
31st,  in  the  floor  of  an  artificial  cave,  2  Anglo-Saxon 
pennies  had  been  found  silted  together.  One  was  a 
penny  of  Aethelstan.  This  was  a  mule,  and  its  existence 
had  been  foretold  by  Mr.  Blunt.  The  other  coin  was 
penny  of  Eadred.  There  was  no  doubt  that  the  2  coins 
had  been  lost  together,  circa  950. 

The  second  find  was  at  Cams,  Co.  Roscommon, 
where  the  Irish  Kings  had  been  inaugurated  in  mediaeval 
times.  There  were  160  coins,  6  being  Irish,  of  Edward 
I.  Nearly  all  the  rest  were  English,  more  than  80  of 
these  being  of  the  London  mint.  The  latest  was  of 
Edward  II,  type  15b.  This  put  the  time  of  deposition 
in  the  1320s.  Mr.  Dolley  thought  that  the  coins  may 
have  been  concealed  in  a  cow  horn.  More  coins  were 
still  turning  up,  and  it  would  be  premature  to  say  more 
about  this  find. 

The  third  find  was  from  the  “Bel-art”  at  Rosslnowlagh 
Strand  in  the  Co.  Donegal.  In  the  Spring  of  1965, 
3  Irish  “Harps”  of  Henry  VII  were  found,  the  coins 
being  little  worn.  They  were  dated  just  before  the  time 
that  “Rex”  was  substituted  for  “Dominus”  in  the 
King’s  title.  The  coins  had  been  lost  or  concealed  just 
after  1541. 

The  fourth  find  was  from  the  Cloncreen  Bog  near 
Daingean  in  the  Co.  Offaly,  in  September  1969.  Of 
60  coins,  not  ail  had  been  properly  examined,  many 
had  been  dispersed.  29  were  listed.  The  earliest 


English  coin  was  a  shilling  of  Philip  &  Alary,  most  of 
the  other  coins  were  of  Elizabeth  I,  the  latest  being  a 
sixpence  of  1596.  There  were  two  Spanish  2  real 
pieces  of  Ferdinand  &  Isabella.  These  pieces  had  been 
considered  by  an  eminent  Spaniard  to  be  posthumous, 
but  even  so,  they  antedated  the  other  coins  by  a  con¬ 
siderable  period.  Mr.  Dolley  quoted  the  evidence  of 
Sainthill  regarding  the  great  quantities  of  coins  of 
Ferdinand  &  Isabella  in  Ireland.  These  2  coins  may 
have  come  to  Ireland  with  the  Spanish  Armada.  There 
were  few  pre-Armada  Spanish  coins  found  in  Ireland. 
The  Speaker  connected  this  find  with  the  fact  that  an 
English  force  had  been  cut  up  by  the  Irish  near  the  find 
spot  in  1596. 

The  last  find  was  from  the  bed  of  the  River  Erne  near 
Ballyshannon  in  the  Co.  Donegal.  It  was  found  when 
the  river  bed  was  lowered.  There  were  14  coins,  and 
there  may  have  been  2  more.  9  Irish  coins  included  4 
groats  of  Philip  &  Alary,  and  the  latest  was  a  worn 
Irish  sixpence  of  James  I.  The  others,  which  included 
an  Elizabethan  sixpence  were  in  good  state.  This  hoard 
belonged  to  an  Irishman,  the  Irish  groats  did  not 
circulate  among  the  English.  The  Elizabethan  sixpence 
had,  no  doubt  been  looted  when  an  English  force  had 
been  defeated  here.
